WHEN the snake 
struck x Jerry Wade 
was alone on the top of 
the mountain. 

The weather was at 
its worst, and all the 
tracks down the moun- 
tain were impassable. 

It was called Mt. 
McKinley, 3442ft. high, 
in a lonely part of South 
Australia's Flinders 
Ranges. 

Jerry Wade was a 
young American, a long 
way from home. 

The snake had struck 
him on the calf of the 
leg, about 6m. above the 
ankle, and the pain was 
already excruciating. 

He dug into his camping 
gear for an emergency kit, 
gave himself impromptu 
first-aid, then turned to the 
squat little portable trans- 
ceiver and tried to raise the 
Royal Flying Doctor Base 
at Broken Ml, N.5.W. 

That day. radio conditions 
throughout the Inland were 
about as bad as they could 
be. 

It was six and a half hours 
before the first feeble signals 
reached Base at Broken Hi IK 

After that, things seemed 
lo happen very quickly. 

The voice of the Flying 
Doctor came through, asking 
questions felling Jerry by 
numbers the medicaments he 
must u*e from the Service's 
medicine chest alongside the 
transceiver, advising him to 
get down off the mountain 
to (he nearest town, i-righ 
Creek. 

Jerry explained about the 
weather up on the mountain, 
and the state of the tracks. 

The pair of them talked tt 
over arrow hundreds of 
crackling miles. 

"I'll be OK, Doc," Jerry

said finally, "JPfi do like you 
say, take those tablets, 
everything you told me." 

Dr. Denis Spark agreed 
reluctantly. It would be a 
long night, he knew, for 
Jerry Wade. 

"I want to hear From you 
during Medical Galls in the 
morning/* he said. "Eight, 
o'clock in the morning. 

,L OK, Doctor, Bye, now." 

The voice fell silent. it 
was not quite b" p.m. on the 
Tuesday. And that was the 
last Base heard from Jerry 
Wade. 

At noon next day the i 
senior Flying Doctor based 
on Broken Hill, Dr. Gr shame 
Ambrose, heard about Jerry 
over his headphones. 

The chief pilot, veteran 
Vic Cover, at the Drover 
controls, was listening, too. 

The young doctor got up 
and leaned into the tiny 
cockpit. The two talked the 
situation over,

The sweating rest of us 
just watched — Ted Eslake, 
the Flying Dentist, staff

Nothing lived or moved 
down die re except the 
shadow of our passine,. AM 
around us and above us 
stretched the exhausted blue- 
white sky. 

We'd flown a long way and 
seen a good deal since sun- 
up in Broken Hill the day 
before. 

We'd flnwn close on a 
thousand miles, in the fragile 



green Drover with the red 
cross emblazoned on Its 
wings and the name of the 
Service's founder, John 
Flynn, painted in white on 
its fuselage. 

A thousand miles is only 
a fragment of the half- 
million (seven times Lhr size 
of England, one-and-a-half 
lime* the size of Texas) 
served by the Broken Hill 
base alone. Or of the nine- 
tenths of this huge con- 
linen I served by all 14 base* 
of the Royal Flying Doctor 
Service. 



But a thousand miles in a 
little old plane, maximum 
speed 130 m.p.h., where 
space belongs first to the sick, 
and sometimes their relatives 
as well, is a long, long way. 

Unpredictable 

We'd flown into South 
Australia (dear to the edge 
of S turfs Stony Desert), 
back into drought -smitten 
N.S.W.j on into Queensland, 
crisscrossing State borders 
that lack meaning jn the v^t, 



featureless landscape (over 
which, as if up Pitt Street, 
the incredible pilot somehow- 
nosed out his way). 

The long flight was rou- 
tine, one of the field trips 
which turn remote home- 
steads into medical clinics, 
and bring personal and pri- 
vate attention to some of the 
most isolated families on 
earth.

As were we* in the "John 
Flynn," in distant Queens- 
land.

In tlie event, Jerry Wade's 
quick thinking and strong 
constitution, and the Flying

FREEZER-TEASER 



Tell your friends that you can catch an ice cube 
in a glas* of water with a piece of siring. 

To prove it, float an ice cube in a glass containing 
water. Take some string and tic a hoop in it that U 
big enough to lasso the cube. Thru let your friends try 
lo gel the cube in the loop. 

The trick ii to lei the loop rest on lop of the ice 
cube, and then sprinkle salt on the cube. Wait a min- 
ute, then carefully pull up the string. The cube comes 
up, too, 

Why does this method work? 



THE SECRET t A few experiments will help in 
solving Ihe problem. Try salting the ice cube before 
putting it into the glass of water and then snaring it. 
Von find that the salt melts the ice, but the ice does 
not refreeze around the string. 

When the cube is floating in the glass of water, try 
putting other substances on it, such as sugar or pepper. 
Do either of them melt the ice? 

Salt works because ii lowers tbe freezing point of 
the ice and makes the ice melt. While melting, the ice 
takes beat away from the water around it. The water's 
temperature goes down, and the cube rcfrccres with 
the string embedded in tbe ice. 




MAGIC CLOAK 



Your jacket can make an electric bulb light up. 
Take ii fluorescent bulb and rub it against the sleeve 
of a wool or synthetic jacket in a darkened room. 
The bulb soon glows. The bulh is not connected to a 
battery or an electrical outlet, vet the li^bi goes on. 
Can you explain why? 

TIIE SECRET; The bulb is filled with a gas that 
glows when it becomes charged with electricity. As 
ymi rub the bulb on your sleeve, you scuff electrons 
from the cloth- The gas particles in the bulb pick them 
up and become charged. 
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CATERPILLAR 



Wrap a straw in paper. Push the paper down to the 
bottom and slide it off the straw. Then wet the paper 
with a drop of water. The pleated paper stretches 
out and starts moving like a caterpillar. Why? 



THE SECRET: Water makes the paper swell. The 
pleats itretdi out and the "caterpillar" starts wrig- 
gling. 




SUPER-FULL 



How many things can be added to a glass full of 
water? Hundreds — if the things arc toothpicks! 

Fill a glass with water, right to the brim. Then 
take a box of plastic toothpicks and notice how many 
are in the boat, Carefully drop one after another into 
the glasL Work slowly and nu water will spill. 

Take a second box of toothpicks, and a third box, 
and pusiibly even a fourth, and continue dropping the 
toothpicks into the water. You may be able lo gel 
more than 400 into the gfass. 

Why doesn't the water spill? 



THE SECRET; Water molecules have a fairly strong 
attraction for each other. Because of this, they draw 
together and pile up in a bulge as tnoihptcks are 
dropped into the glass. Examine the brim and you will 
see the bulge that has formed above ii. The volume 
of the bulge is a few hundred times larger than that 
of a toothpick That's why there is room for so many 
toothpicks in the glass. The wider the mouth of the 
glass, the larger the bulge, and the more toothpicks 
it can hold when filled with water. Try the trick with 
glasses of different sizes, and ice for yourself. 



RISING RAISINS 



Drop some raisins into a glass of soda water and 
Ward) the raisins sink. Gas bubbles quickly collect on 
the raisins and they rise to the surface, where the 
bubbly break. Down go the raisins. But they quickly 
collect more bubble* and up they come again. 

As you watch the raisins go up and down, try to 
figure out why they rise. 



TIIE SECRET: Remember what happens when 
something Boats? It displaces its own weight. When 
the raitins are dropped into the soda, they displace 
Less than their weight, and so they sink. 

As each one becomes covered with gas bubbles, 
its volume increases. When the raisin displaces enough 
soda to equal its own weight, it floats to the surface.

BIG HIT 



Balance a strip of newspaper about one inch wide 
by a foot long on the mouth of an empty soft-drink 
bottle. Place a stack of coins — '20 cents, 5 cent^ 1 cent, 
and 10 cents, in that order — on top of the strip and 
rii^ht over the mouth of the bottle. Now try to roiiOMt 
the paper strip without disturbing the coins or touching 
the bottle. It seem* impossible, doesn't it? 

To do the trick t extend one end of the paper with 
your left hand. Moisten die tip ol the index finger of 
the right liand, then use the wet fingmip in sirike^ ;i 
hiird blrm on ihe extended paper. Your fingertip will 
grip the paper, and it will *bde imt from between 
ihe bottle and the si ark of coins. 

What makes the paper slide out? Why must you 
moisten your finger? 



THE SECRET: The trick depends on friction. 
There is friction between the paper and the coins. If 
yon pull the paper slowly,, the friction makes the coins 
stick to the paper and they fall off the bottle. When 
you gel the paper moving quickly, the friction de- 
creases. The paper and coins no longer stick together 
and the inertia of the coins makes them stay an the 
bottle. 

Wetting your finger makes the paper stick to it when 
you hit it. Tnc paper moves very quickly along with 
your finger. 

Try it with a dry finger and you will see the dif- 
ference. Also try adding more coins to see what hap- 
pens. You will have fun. 




FLY AN EGG 



Yes, we said FLY T not fry l an egg. To do the trick, 
set a hard-boiled egg in an egg-cup with the narrow 
end pointing downward* Get close to the cup nad 
blow down between the near side and the egg.

POTATO MOBILES 

Mobiles that balance amazingly well can be made 
from a raw potato cut into tin. slices, some pointed 
pencils, forks, and string. 




TRY THESE: Stick a 
point ed pencil through a 
potato slice. The point should 
stick out about one inch, Stick 
a fork in, as shown, and 
balance the mobile on ike 
edge of a table. 

Stick a pointed pencil 
through another slice of potato. 
It should stick out about half 
an inch. Stick two forks into 
the potato, as shown. You can 
balance this mobile on a cork 
in a bottle. 

Stick a pointed pencil and 
two forks into a potato, as 
shown. This ynobUe can be 
hung on a string. 



Yon can turn these mobiles and you ran tip them. 
Yet they stay in balance. Do you know why? 

THE SECRET? The potato mobiles balance be- 
cause the centre of gravity is outside of each mobile* 
Because their centres of gravity are below the points 
of support, the mobiles are surprisingly stable. 




FIVE-POINTED STAR 

Break five wooden toothpicks half through at the 
middle and bend them into Vs. Arrange them on a 
dry plate in a circle about an inch wide, placing them 
so their broken ends are toward the centre and equally 
distant from each other. 

Take a sixth toothpick, wet it, and let water from 
it drip on each break in the five toothpick? on the 
plate. They will form a star. Why? 

THE SECRET; Wetting the dry wood of the tooth- 
picks makes (hem swell and they start to straighten 
out. Their ends move apart until each touches the one 
nc*t to it, thus forming a star, 



SPIN TEST 

Don't let anyone fool you and give you a raw egg 
for the Flying Egg trick (at left). The spin test will 
show whether or not the egg has been cooked. 

Place the egg on its side on a flat surface and twirl 
it. IF the egg is raw, it will wobble and turn slowly 
once or twice. Bui if it is a cooked egg it will turn 
quickly and spin evenly for quite a while. 

Why does a raw egg turn so slowly?

Her boy was now a B.A. T Dip. Ed., and 
at GO she remarried- <itill a happy, laugh- 
ing person, with a host of friends. 

When cancer struck, her great worry 
was thai her children had so far to travel 
to see her. We could only marvel at her 
show of strength, the happy smile of 
pleasure at seeing a loved friend. 

The greatest compliment 1 was ever 
paid was when an old family friend said, 
"You'll be all right, dear. You have your 
mother's courage."

There were death notices, 
some marriage notices* and other snippets out of news- 
papers of the day that had taken someone's fancy.

THERE were about fifty letters (dated with the 
day and the month, but not the year] with 
the writing crossed — written down the page in 
the normal way, and then the page turned side- 
ways and another set of line* written at right- 
angles across the first.

The find of the day, in the bottom of the trunk, was a 
shrepskin parch; uc nt measuring 3tiin. by 28in> bearing a 
marriage settlement drawn up mi the fifteenth day of May 
in the fifth year of the reign of our Sovereign Lord, George 
ih<r Third, and in the year of Our Lord One Thousand 
Srvcn Hundred and Sixty-five, beginning "Whereas a 
marriage by Clod's permission is intended to be hereafter 
shortly had :\nd solemnised . . The stamp duly on this 
impressive document was 6d. and the bride, the bride- 



groom, and the bride's guardian had all vet rheir ttalv in 
red wax above their signature. 

Perhaps even more impressive from an Australian point 
of view was an agreement drawn up in England in 1839 
between an ancestor of my friend and one of his wealthy 
relative, whereby the relative agreed to purchase 4(1 acres 
of land in South Australia and let it En hU kimnuiii at an 
annual rent of J£2, 

Conditions of the lease were glorious — based entirely 'in 
traditional English farm in g met buds. Tlw tenant had tu 
"preserve all the Timber, Standards, and Tellers and also 
all the underwoods from the Bite of Cattle," 

He was not "to permit the Coppices to be entered or 
browsed by Cattle," and he had to "rear up and preserve 
all the Tellers and Standards in the Coppices and Hedge 
Rows." 

Nobody mentioned preserving the trees from Kangaroo 
Bite, which nitght well have been j*nt as dangerous to the 
non-existent hedgerosvs as Cattle Bite a leant thre<- years 
after the first settlers landed in Sooth Australia 

The lease also laid down what crops might he planted 
and in what order ihey were to be rotated, but apparently 
QIC landlord knew that Down Under things were Likely to 
Ise upside down, because where the printed forni said rrnps 
were to be planted by Lady Day ot Michaelmas this had 
been crossed out and the words "such limes may be regu- 
lated by custom" were added in ink* 

This is the sort of "history" that so often goes out into 
the incinerator when old hom^s are broken up. 

My friend has wisely derided to parcel the whole lot 
up carefully and hand ft over to the Archives Office. The 
experts there will know which parts of it are just family 
junk and which parts may well be valuable to historians. 

Most touching find in the trunk {and of NO use to the 
Archives Office) were three locks of her grandmother's hair,, 
preserved in tissue paper, and marked ( *at J&V" "at 45," "at 

The focks are red^old. deep gole{^ pah gold, in that 
order. No hair rinses in those dayi for respectable aging 
women! Todays grandmothers wauld leave rather different 
lock*, and more of them— probably trolff t brown, henna, 
platinum, blue, mauve . . ,

Strawberries I 

• The choicest berry of them all* 

By ALLAN SEALE 



EARLY literature reveals many 
compliments to the straw - 
berry. A 1 6th century physician, 
Villi a in Butter, For one, vmitc "Doubt- 
's* Gud could have made a finer berry, 
ut doubtless God never did" — and this 
as merely rhe European wood struw- 
i-rry, Fragaria vesca, small and poorly 
i voted by laier standards. 
Our large, present-day strawberries 
"lhjinaied from two wild American 
\pa — Fragaria virginiana, and the 
I 'hikan strawberry F. duloeniiis, 

F hilnensis grows wild from Alaska 
la Mexico, Peru to Cape Horn, so it 
is surprising that there are varieties 
Eur almost any part of Australia, 

lira rh nosing a position, give pref* 
r ,u.c Lo one that receives sun most 
i he day. The plant will grow happily 
shaded areas, bat they need sun tn 
.in 'it- a §ood crop of berries. 
Surface mulching wtU encourage 
Itnger cropping and better fruit hy 
l ing the soil temperacure and ere- 
: a cooler atmosphere around the 
pbnts during summer, when otherwise 
(he plants are stimulated tu produce 
: i nners at the expense of the fruit. 

Mulching also provide* clean "bed- 
ding" For the fruit, eUminatiiig grkti- 
i , u horn soil contact. 
Fibrous compost, lawn clippings, Jeaf- 
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mould, or shavings are suitable for 
mulching. Old straw is ideal, or saw- 
dust if it has been weathered fnr a few 
months. Don't dig sawdust into the 
soil, except to lighten heavy clay soils, 
when it should be dug in several weeks 
before planting and twice the normal 
amount of manure or fertiliser added. 

Black plastic sheeting, aluminium 
foil, and other insulating sheeting used 
as a mulch around the plants controls 
weed growth, 

A medium loam is ideal, but straw- 
berries are adaptable to most soil types. 
Light, sandy soils may dry nut and 
heal up loo quickly, bur this can be 
minimised by liberal snjrfac*! mulching. 

Lime; It is sometimes suggested that 
sirawuerries are limn-hatenij bui some- 
times lime may be recommended — 
another dernunstratinn nf their iter- 
ance, Yet diey do seem to perform best 
in a slightly acrid soil. Therefore, in snils 
known to be distinctly acid, they would 
benefit from a cup uf aRricnltural lime 
or dolomite to the square yard. 

Fertiliser; Strawberries respond well 
to feeding. At planting-out time use up 
to one-ihird of a cup of a complete fer- 
tiliser (such as " fir o master"} To the 
square yard, When (lowering, give 
fortnightly applications of packeted 
liquid manures such ai Aquasol, Thrive, 
Zest, Floragrc*, or Nftrophoska.

One type used for this is the Euro- 
pean w«od st raw hurry, which strangely 
enough seems to be virus- resistant in 
its natural habitat, but is most suscept- 
ible to the disease in njiiivation. 

Vims-free 

Vinis-free plants are now produced 
on these lines under super vision by (he 
Victorian F>epartmcnt of Agriculture, 
and distributed through the Straw] jerry 
Growers 1 Association to nurserymen. 

Other diseases: Earlier varieties were 
subject to root rot, but most modern 
tynes have a greater resistance. 

Leaf spot may occur during wet con- 
ditions, but this can be ron trolled by 
Zbieb, TMT'D, or similar fiuijricidis?. 

Yellow leaf: This may be nutritional, 
not the virus. The plants need a gen- 
erous application of balanced fertiliser; 
water-soluble ones arc valuable. 

Yellowing may occur on new foliage 
in very alkaline or heavily limed srsils 
due lo iron deficiency. Apply iron 
chelates, or a fertiliser containing it 

The variety Climasc can produce yel- 
low foliage due to an if&<*reft( factor. 

Birds may lie a problem. Black cot- 
ton and glittering objects strung above 
the plants will help, but an arc uf 
chicken wire placrd over the beds 
during fruit product inn is the best* 

Strawberries are attractive and corn- 
pan at all singes of growth. Don't 
confine them to the utility garden. They 
can be used in border shrubs, in 
trouplis, or nicker y. A taro,e strawberry 
barrel makes an attractive patio piece.
